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Down  but  definitely  not 
out. 

That's  a  succinct 
description  of  the 
situation  confronting  the 
Football  Blues  as  they 
prepare  for  BLOEBOWL  '87 
against  cross-town  rival 
York  Yeomen  October  8th  at 
Varsity  Stadium. 

Blues  must  rebound  from 
three  successive  losses, 
but  at  1-3  their  record  is 
identical  to  York's,  and 
the  winner  of  Thursday's 
annual  grudge  match  may 
gain  the  final  OUAA  playoff 
spot  in  addition  to  the 
iditlonal  "bragging 
rights™  . 

Head  coach  Doug  Mitchell 
looking  for  some 
consistency  in  Blues 
performance,  a  quality  that 
has  eluded  the  team  so  far 
in  the  1987  season. 

"It's  easy  to  get  up  for 
the  York  game  because  of 
the  great  rivalry  between 
the  two  schools,  n  he 
says.  "Our  challenge  this 
year  is  to  merge  a  solid 
offensive  game  with  a 
strong  defensive  effort  in 
a  total  team  performance." 

Blues  had  some  positive 
signs  in  last  week's  loss 
to  Laurier.  Paul  Shorten 
caught  8  passes  for  91 
yards  and  added  an  exciting 
68-yard  punt  return. 

Slotback  John  O'Connor 
also  grabbed  8  passes,  good 
for  69  yards  and  one  TD. 
Quarterback  Rod  Moors 
completed  25  of  35  tosses 
for  304  yards,  2  TDs  and 
only  one  interception.

Center  John  Svab, 
injured  in  the  opening 
night  win  at  Waterloo,  is 
expected  to  play  against 
York.  However,  running  back 
Jim  urquhart,  also  a 
Waterloo  casualty,  won't  be 
ready  for  another  week. 

Tom  Bournakas,  injured 
last  week,  will  likely  miss 
the  remainder  of  the 
season. 

Meanwhile,  the  Yeomen  are 
smarting  from  their  33-32 
upset  loss  to  the  lightly- 
regarded  McMaster  squad.

Key  member  of  the  first  Grey  Cup  team  in  1909  and 
dubbed  the  original  "Big  Train"  of  Canadian  Football.

Outstanding  two-way  player  on  the  1910  and 
Grey  Cup  teams  and  coach  of  the  Yates  Cup  champions 
in  1921.

Phyllis  Griffiths  —  Basketball 

Player  1924-27,  coach  1928-30,  official  1931-40;  won  4 
Senior  and  5  Junior  Colours;  member  ofCanadian  News¬ 
paper  Hall  of  Fame.

Played  on  6  championship  teams  from  1922-27  and 
won  6  Senior  and  5  Junior  Colours;  named  U  of  T's  Moss 
Scholar  in  1924.

A  versatile  athlete,  he  was  an  alternate  on  the  1932 
Olympic  team  and  founded  the  U  of  T  Masters  Swim

Roberta  MacDonald  (Charlesworth)  — 

Basketball;  Swimming;  Tennis 

She  won  6  Senior  and  6  Junior  Colours  from  1938-41 
and  was  regarded  by  her  contemporaries  as  Varsity's  top 
female  athlete. 


John  R.  Evans  —  Football 

He  was  an  outstanding  offensive  and  defensive  lineman 
on  the  Blues  from  1948-51,  captain  of  1951  championship 
team  and  the  only  two-time  winner  of  the  Biggs  Trophy 
(1950  &  1951).  Dr.  Evans  was  President  ofU  ofT  1972-78 
and  in  June  was  named  chairman  of  the  Rockefeller  Foun¬ 
dation. 


Bill  Crothers  —  Track 

His  many  awards  include  1 960/6 1  Hcc  Phillips 
Trophy,  1963  Biggs  Trophy,  1963  Lou  Marsh  Trophy, 
1964  CP  Male  Athlete  of  the  Year,  1964  Olympic  silver 
medal  and  1965  Univcrsiadc  gold  medal.
